Postface 

The Namia language uses 15 letters: 

aeijklmnoprtuwy 

All the letters have the same sounds as 
the letters in Tok Pisin, except for the letter A 
which has two sounds. The first sound is the 
same as in Tok Pisin. The second sound is 
made with the mouth less open and is the 
first vowel sound in the English word "canoe". 
It appears in many Namia words such as 

tanaki children 

napan middle 
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
